"To me he was a very exciting man.. .he 
was a gung ho fireman from the word go," 
said Mayor ■ Raymond Toft in speaking of 
Edgar Simonsen. Simonsen died April 27 at 
Victory Memorial Hospital, Waukegan. 

Simonsen lived all of his 74 years in An- 
tioch and was "a very active individual,'' 
said Toft. He served on the' Antioch Volun- 
teer Fire Dept. for over 50 years, and was 
chief from 1950 to 1966. He had been named 
honorary fire chief upon his retirement. For 
his dedication to the- fire dept., the new 
Antioch Firehouse was dedicated in his 
honor in 1979. . 

"He was one. of those people that was 
willing t,o share his knowledge in any way he 
could," said Superintendent qf Public Works 
Todd Maplethorpe, "During h'is time we 
came into some advancements that he 
helped to push along," he said. 

A vehicle which helped slop brush fires and 
-the-Antioch Fire Depi:'s _ fifst"tahker, which - 
came in 1937, were two of Simonsen's ac- 
complishments. 

He was also very active on the village 
board, swerving several terms in the 1940's 
and 1950's and from 1977lo 1983. 

Before becoming the village superin- 
tendent of public works, Simonsen worked as 
a mechanical the Antioch Chevrolet Garage, 

"If he couldn't fix it, he could make parts 
to make it work,"saidToft. 

Even after his retirement, he did lawn 
mower repair and all types of maintenance, 
said Toft. 

He also served in the U.S. Army during 
WW II and belonged to the V.F.W. Post 4551 
of Antioch. 

He was preceded in death by his first wife v 
Lucille Hanke Simonsen in 1976. He 
remarried to Lillian (Ziembo) Martin in 
1977, in Antioch. They lived on Victory Street 
in a house^ that, "he bought for some $2,300 
fifty years ago," said Toftr 

"He was -.very* energetic, always doing 
something,.. always working," he said. 

"We're going to miss having him come in 



and gabbing with us," said Maplethorpe.
